Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, particularly the last paragraph of p. 12 through first full 
paragraph on p. 13, filed 14 April 2008, have been fully considered and are persuasive. 
The previous rejections of the claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 31 , 33-48, and 51 -63 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or render obvious a printing unit of a rotary printing press having 
all of the structure and functionality of amended claim 31, and applicant persuasively 
argues on pp. 12-13 that improvements in the instant application over the prior art of 
Schaede et al., US Patent No. 6,520,508, would not be obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art.
